Service (OTS) providing special printing support to their digni- 
tary protecti unction for the 1984 Presidential election 
campaign. 


2. OTS has been responding to ad hoc specialty printing 
requests of the United States Secret Service since 1964. 


Typical 
requests range from White House guest passes for foreign dignitary 


reception ceremonies to full color decals of the Presidential and 
Vice Presidential seals for use on limousine doors. 


The propriety 
and legality of OTS providing these services has been examined 
several times over the years, and found to be appropriate. Our 
most recent OGC opinion is dated 18 July 1975 which states in part 
that PL 90-331, dated 6 June 1968 (18 U.S.C.A. 3056) authorizes 
other government departments and agencies to satisfy requests of 
the U.S. 


Service in the performance of its protective 
duties.
